© tom itſelf to bear an accidental abſtinence from 
food, without much uneaſineſs; or, if required, 
« be able. to digeſt a little more than uſual.” 
Sanctorius, in one of his aphoriſms, diſapproves 
it, as making an alteration in the fixed ſtandard 
of weight he orders to be obſerved. In anorhet 
he recommends it, as by a gentle ſhock throw- 
ing off the vicid particles that clog the animal 
machine; and alſo as greatly encreaſing inſenſible 
perſpiration. On the whole it will be found no 
bad expedient, and might, with cantion, be uſed 
to advantage, eſpecially by thoſe: whoſe. buſineſs 
will not permit them to obſerve any conſtant 
rule either in quantity, quality, or time of diet.

| The qualities of food are very differen, both 
in reſpect to digeſtion, and the quantity of nou-. 
riſhment, it contains. The fleſh of animals that 
are young, or come the ſooneſt to maturity, are 
the eaſieſt of digeſtion; as likewiſe thoſe whoſe | 
fleſh is white, and abounds with ſoft mucilagi- 
nous juices; but the latter are improper for 
phlegmatic habits, being apt to make the blood, 
eſpecially if freely uſed, too viſcid. Both animal 
and vegetable food, that abounds with fat, oily... 
ſubſtances, are very hard to digeſt ; the cells in 
which the oil is contained being hard to be 
broken, their ſlipperineſs cauſing them in a great 
meaſure to evade the action of the ſtomach and 
digeſtive powers : fat meats, nuts, . olives, &c. 
being convincing. proofs of this argument, they 
generally paſſing off indigeſted. Meats of an 
bigh and ſpicy flavour are more hard to- digeſt 
than inſipid ones. Sanctorius, of all animal food. 
gives the preference to mutton, as paſſing off the 
ſtomach moſt eaſily, and abounding with juices 
the moſt friendly to nature, Old animals are 
more nouriſning, but harder to digeſt, than young 
ones; wild ones more eaſy than tame. Fiſh con- 
tain the leaſt nouriſnment of any animals, and 
Cheyne ſays, are the moſt difficult to be digeſted;

phlegm, and the latter to their living chiefly on 


animal food, and imbibing the falts with which 


the water is impregnated.

meals, whence the juices of the body are rendered 


too viſcid, and the blood is loaded with too many 


animal ſalts. To remedy this inconvenience, ve- 


getables ſhould have a larger ſhare at our tables, 


thoſe eſpecially of the meally kind abounding with 
very good nouriſhment : thoſe indeed who are 


fubjeCt to Flatuſſes or obſtructions of the bowels, 
ſhould uſe them ſparingly. Ripe fruits, eſpecially 
of the pulpous and tart kind, are cooling, refreſh- 


ing, and paſs eaſily off. Cherries are thought by 
many to be the moſt wholeſome of any. There 


is one caution to be obſerved in eating them, viz. 


not to ſwallow the ſtones, as ſome do under a 
miſtaken notion of their helping digeſtion; whereas 


by their hardneſs and points, they have been 


known to occaſion fatal corroſions and obſtructions 
in the ſtomach and bowels. Raw herbs and fab

very unwholeſome, is partly true and partly falſe. 
That ſalt with meat is not prejudicial, we find to 
be a miſtake, though it is allowed to be far infe- 
rior in miſchief to ſalted meats. It is a juſt aſſer- 
tion, that ſalt never paſſes through our bodies 
without leaving part behind; being beſides quite ä 
contrary to the nature of the chyle with which it is 
to be mixed. We. ought therefore to uſe it very, 
moderately, or entirely ſhun it. Of this we are

Ho violently the nervous Hite ud 
affected by it, moſt people that uſe it can teſtify; 
I make no doubt, but that many would reply to this, 
I never found it injure me.“ Granted ; but do 
we not continually hear of paralytic, nervous, or 
hyſteric diſorders, that can be attributed to no- 
thing but the uſe of this pernicious leaf? Were 
theſe diſeaſes ever ſo frequent as fince it has been 
introduced? Perhaps you may not find it imme- 
diately injures you : it may be owing to your con- 
ſtitution being ſtronger, your uſing more exerciſe 
than others, or twenty other circumſtances z but, 
depend upon it, it impairs your health, though in 
a leſſer and more inſenſible degree.

Of the various kinds of | Exerciſe, 
riding on horſeback i is the beſt; its motion being 
ſo equal, that it promotes circulation without 
waſting the animal ſpirits. Walking is certainly 
the moſt natural, and to ſtrong, healthy habits, 
very ſerviceable ; but rather too laborious for the 
weakdy'or / infirm. , Carriages of all kinds ſhould 
be only uſed for Exerciſe by thoſe whoſe infirmi- 
ties will not permit them to. ride on horſeback. 
Heavy, groſs, phlegmatic people, cannot ſtir them- 
ſelves too much; but lean, meagre habits, ſhould 
obſerye a due medium.

EFORE we undertake to point out a me- 
thod of cure for any diſorder, it is - abfo- 
lutely neceſſary we ſhould be thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the Patient s caſe.” In order to this, 
We ſhould enquire in what manner, and how long 
ago the patient was ſeized; and liſten attentively, 
without interruption, to his detail. This being 
at an end, let us conſider how far the ſeaſon of the 
year, and temperature of the weather, might con- 
duce to the diſeaſe. We may then begin our 
enquiries, the principal of which ought to be con- 
cerning the age, way of life, and habit of body 
of the patient; likewiſe whether the diſeaſe be 
hereditary or acquired; whether primary (of it- 
ſelf) or ſymptomatic (proceeding from another.) 
The natural ſecretions muſt like wiſe be cloſely at- 
tended to, viz. the colour and quantity of the 
urine, the frequency and appearance of the ſtools, 
and the degree of perſpiration.

In. this caſe Bleeding will generally be 
neceſſary (unleſs in the putrid fare Throat, and a 
caſe or too more that will be mentioned in the 
notes of the Diſpenſatory) z and more eſpecially 
if the Pulſe ſeems to labour, as if oppreſſed, at 
the ſame time.

When it appears black, thick, and grumous, with 
s greeniſh ſurface on it, it is a ſymptom. of the 
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ſhews that Perſpiration is too ſmall; and if the 
urine made at the ſame time is but little in quan- 
tity, it threatens an univerſal bad habit of body, 
and alſo the Dropſy.

Perſpiration is ſo abſolutely neceſſary, 
both as to matter and quantity, to the well-being 
of the human body, that a diſeaſe can neither be 
removed nor health maintained, except it be 
rightly performed, As it is fo beneficial in its 
proper ſtate, every thing, that tends to diminiſh - 
or encreaſe it beyond its due bounds mult cer. 
= diſorder the animal cxconomy. What is 
* = commonly - 
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commonly called catching cold, proceeds ens 
tirely from an obſtructed Perſpiration. To this 
we owe Coughs, Gout, Rheutmatiſm, Catarrhal, 
Continual, and all Inflammatory Fevers, &c. 
But not in its obſtruẽted ſtate only is it attended 
with ill conſequences, but likewife when it is 
greatly encreaſed. Hence people of a bad habit 
of body are often troubled with ſpontaneous 
Sweats on the leaſt motion or exercife. Thoſe 
who have Slow Fevers have profuſe Sweats after 
feeping, conſumptive people exceſſively violent 
when afleep, and racking Colies are attended with 
cold clammy Sweats.

As pe their colour, when they are black and

matter, an abſceſs burſt in the ſtomach or bowels;

when they come off in round greeniſh-black balls, 
like ſheeps dung, they are ſymptoms of the De- 
vonſhire Colic ; and when white and dry, of the 
Yellow Jaundice.
